Q.—My husband will be discharged 
from the army shortly. Will he be 
issued preserves coupons for sugar 
for canning? 

A.--Yes. If your husband is dis- 
charged, and applies for a ration 
book before October 31st, 1945, 
twenty additional preserves co.apons 
Will be issued to him in his vation 
book five.

Q.—Must butchers still display in 
their shops charts showing the vatri- 
ous cuts and prices of the meats 
sold?

Grave Problems Confronting 


The Liberated Countries Of 


Europe As Winter Approaches 


(By Ross Munro) 
HE main source from which the United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration hopes to obtain an increase in urgently-needed 
supplies for Europe is the United States and to a lesser extent Canada, 
although additional supplies are expected from all other U.N.R.R.A. coun- 
tries that can send goods, it was learned. 


Herbert H. Lehman, director gen- 
eral of the administration, gave an 
outspoken warning at a press con- 


ference in London that the liberated | 


countries of Europe cannot escape 
the most severe privations this Win- 


ter unless the countries which were | 


not involved send expanding supplies 
in the months ahead. 

At present the United States sup- 
plies the largest amount of goods and 
Canada is second. A considerable 
increase is expected to come from 
New Zealand, Australia, Brazil and 
other Latin American ccuntries. 

Mr. Lehman said there would have 
to be further belt-tightening in the 
supply countries, notably Canada and 
the United States, and emphasized 
the foodstuffs in shortest supply are 
meat, fats and dairy products, There 
also is a major scarcity of textiles, 

ULN.R.R.A.’s — financial resources 
also are getting low, Mr. Lehman 
said the administration’s funds 
Will virtually all be obligated by the 
end of this year and additional funds 
are required to carry over into next 
year, 

Further appropriations likely will 
be asked of the member countries at 
the council meeting. A. reliable 
source indicated member countries 
may be asked to double their contri- 
butions—at present one per cent. of 
the national income of each. 


Canada has contributed fully to 


the U.N.R.R.A, and met all her obli-. 


gations, expending $10,000,000 — in 
free exchange as well as being the 
first member to make full contribu. 
tion in goods 

Canadian decision on any appeal 
for doubling the appropriation is 
likely to depend to a large extent 
on what the United States does, The 
Dominion probably will not take on 
any additional expenditure if her 
neighbor turns it down, but if the 
United States accepts Canada likely 
will fall into line, It is a matter for 
Congress and Parliament,  respee- 
tively, to decide. 

Mr, Lehman painted a gloomy pic- 
ture of Winter in Europe if sufficient 
supplies are not forthecming but said 
the pressure probably would relax 
by the 1946 harvest. 

While U.N.R.R.A, is only operat- 
ing its relief and rehabilitation pro- 
gram in Greece, Albania, Yugoslavia 
Czechoslovakia, Italy and Poland at 
present, he said the grave problems 
to be faced this Winter confront 
western Europe as well, Russia, too, 
has made a request to the UL.N.R.RA, 
for relief and rehabilitation which 
will be considered at the council 
meeting,

material and building supplies was

Uncovered Mound Of Great Age 

A. E. Pickford of the British Col- 
umbia government museum staff said 
that a mount opened near Duncan on 
Vancouver Island may be more than 
1,000 years old and belong to a “re- 
mote period and culture” 

Mr. Pickford 


conducted the ex- 
eavation at the Camute Camiaken 
mound near a burial place on the 
Camiaken Indian reserve, The mound 
is five feet, six inches high at the 
centre and from 33 to 38 feet in 
diameter 

The excavation disclosed a stone 
eyst, circular in shape and with an 
inside diameter of three fest. The 
cyst was made from large, natural 
slabs of rock varying from pieces 
two feet by one foot by four inches 
to smaller pieces of less regular 
shape. 

Mr. Pickford said he was hoping 
to find human bones or implements 
inside the cyst that would have given 
some clue to the ancients who are 
believed to have roamed the coast 
before the Indians. But no relies or 
himan bones had been found. Fine 
ash found in the excavation might 
have filtered through the dome. 

He said presence of the ash indi- 
cated there had heen ceremonial 
cremation before burial. 

He stiggested the location of the 
mound gives the impression that it 
Was constructed to record “some out- 
event or tragedy of major 
importance’ as well as the impres- 
sion of great antiquity.

National Freedom 


Seven Tests Which Have Been Out- 
lined By Winston Churchill 
Through all the ages men have 
vearned for freedom, valuing it the 
mere the less they had of it. Often 
enough they have had small under- 
standing of what it was and what it 
entailed. Freedom has been the cry 
of the ignorant and vicious as well 
as of men of good will. The ignorant 
and misguided sometimes conceived a 


freedom that was for them alone 
the freedom to take freedom from 
someone else, The vicious have 


thought of it as an easy catch phrase 
that they could use to becloud their 
devious ends. So it behooves us to 
get our thinking clear and, especially 
in these days when we are hoping 
to make a free world, to know what 
freedom is and What are its obliga- 
tions. 

Winston Churchill, who has fought 
for liberty as long and as valiantly 
as any man in history, who has had 
more power than most to put 
thoughts into graphic words, has out- 
lined seven tests which suggest the, 
essentials that any nation must have 
if it is to be truly free. They were 
jotted down as a rough guide when 
he Was considering the vexed prob- 
lems of the Balkans that have so fre- 
quently jeopardized the pence of 
Europe 

They are worth consideration, not 
nly because of the world problems 


that face us but lest sometime in 
our own somewhat confused think- 
ing we might find Canada straying

The meat ration which has now 
started allows Canadians a clear 
1 1-3. pound per week, over and 
above bone. In France the ration 
is 1-10 pound per week. In Eng! ind 
it is 3 ounces of bacon or ham plus! 
a shilling’s worth of other neat 
(bone included) and tupperce 
worth of canned meat. 

Nutrition exnerts find the pro- 
posed Canadian ration enougi ter 
a person in any occupation, sirce 
there also suffivient quantities of 
milk, eggs, cheese, fish and pou!tiy.

FOOD IN EUROPE 


Some indication of the need for 
rationing and conserving meat in 
Canada is outlined in information 
from the Combined Food Board 
and from agencies dealing with 
food distribution throughout the li- 
berated areas in Europe. 

While conditions vary in differ- 
ent countries and even in different 
parts of the same country, the hard 
fact is that in many parts of lib- 
erated Europe, consumption levels 
are deplorably low. Particularly in 
the cities the amount of food avail- 
able is inadequate and provides 
less than the 2,000 calories a day, 
which are normally regarded as 
the minimum. 


In some countries conditions have , 
improved, but supplies are still in-| 
adequate, In Belgium and Holland, | 
for instance, the ration now gives 
1,700 to 1,800 calories a day per 
person, while in Athens, Grecce, | 
the target of 2,000 calories a day | 
is now closely approached. A level 
of 2,000 calories is, however, no 
more than emergency level, and is 
wholly insufficient to maintain a 
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! 
erage level of civilian consumption ' 
in 1944 was about 3,300 calories a 
day, and in Britain, 2,923. People 
engaged in heavy work in these 
countries consume in excess of 
4.000 calories per day.

And Her Crew 
Tha navy disclosed for the first 
time recently of the torpedoing sev- 
eral months ago of the Canadian fri- 
gate Teme and told how, with 60 fect 
of her stern blown off, she was towed 
into port after a hectic 12-hour trip 
in Which she was barely kept afloat. 
The announcement said one rating 
was killed and three are missing in 
the torpedoing, the scene of which 
Was not mentioned, Listed as dead 
was AB. Thomas J. Hackett, of Rose- 
mount, Que. Listed as missing were 
AB's Earl Graham, Preston, Ont., 
Gordon W. Bolin, Glasgow, Scotland 
and Robert Rowe, Saint John, N.B. 
Commanding Officer Lieut. Denis 
Harvey, Stettler, Alta., paid tribute 
to the cool courage shown by his 
officers and men in the torpedoing, 
the second tragedy fcr Teme in little 
more than a year at sea. In June, 
1944, she Was towed back to port 
from the Bay of Biscay after a Bri- 
tish aircraft carrier rammed her 
amidships, almost cutting her in half. 
She was repaired and put hack into 
action, 
H.M.C.S. Teme was sweeping astern 
of a convoy When the torpedo struck 


her at dawn. Depth charges and 
debris were blown 50 feet into the 
air and one man was killed when 


blown from the quarterdeck up to the 
after gun deck,

| These 92 elements range from hydro- | 
gen, lightest in weight, up to uranium) 
Which is the most massive. In_ be- 

tween lie carbon, tin, gold, radium’ 
and all the other known substances 
in the universe. ; 

Every one of these $2. different 
Kinds of atoms is made of exactly 
the same kind cf small particles. The 
only difference between one atom and 
another is in the number of particles. 
Hydrogen, for example, has three 
particles and uranium more than 100. 

The particles are electrons, which 
are negative bits of electricity, pro- 
tons, which are positive bits of elec- 
tricity, and neutrons, which have no 
electrical charges, Pretons and neu- 
trons both are nearly 2.000 times 
heavier than electrons. 

Every one of the 92 atoms is made 
in the same pattern. Each one has 
a centre like the sun with electrons 
circling around it as the earth and 
other planets circle around the sun. 
The atom's sun is made up of pro- 
tons and neutrons, The particles in 
each atem are held together by elee- 
trical attraction. These forces of 
attraction are relatively tremendous. 
They are so great that it is almost 
impossible to damage an atom of any 
kind, 

Splitting or smashing an atom 
means an attempt to Knock out scme 
of its electrical, or non-electrical 
particles. This splitting is done by 
directing rays of millions of volts in 


electrical energy against atems as, 


targets, The rays usually are made 
of some of the particles that com- 
pose an atom, that is either electrons, 
protons or neutrons, Sometimes X- 
rave will damage an atom, 
Smashing an atom is a misnomer. 
Atoms are so tough that no atom 
has even been smashed by human 
means, The best that has been done 
has been to knock a few cf the par-
